I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1970 
prepared  as  directed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  Social  Security,, 

The  Health  of  the  District  has  been  generally  goodo  Influenza 
was  reported  several  times  but  there  was  no  major  epidemic o There 
was  a sharp  outbreak  of  Measles  during  the  summer^  A possible  source 
of  recurrent  Streptococcal  infection  was  found  in  a school o 

The  population  is  estimated  at  22,820,  an  increase  of  920  of 
which  only  154  is  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths o The  rate  of 
natural  increase  has  fallen  steadily  of  late  years  as  shown  belowo 
(The  Registrar  General's  Comparability  Factor  of  0°88  for  births  and 
1*^19  for  deaths  mean  that  he  regards  the  population  as  being  younger 
and  potentially  more  reproductive  than  the  national  average  but  even 
the  uncorrected  birth  rate  was  below’  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales )o 
Presumably  this  reflects  wider  use  of  contraception  and  can  be  seen 
as  a response  to  the  publicity  given  to  the  population  problemo 

Coronary  disease  is  prominent  among  the  causes  of  death  and  is 
affecting  men  at  even  younger  a,geSo  It  is  connected  with  smoking, 
rich  feeding  and  inadequate  exercise,  and  is  often  precipitated  by 
mental  or  physical  stress o In  short  a disease  of  affluent,  highly 
competitive  conditions  such  as  are  only  too  common  to-dayo  Lung 
cancer  is  again  the  commonest  of  the  malignant  diseases,  with  its 
preponderence  of  meno 

Work  is  well  advanced  on  the  new  Frimley  District  Hospital o 

The  Local  Authorities  Social  Services  Act  1970,  was  passedo 
This  sets  up  Social  Services  Departments  of  County  Councils  w’-hich 
will  replace  the  former  Welfare  and  Childrens  Departments  and  also 
take  over  the  former  Health  functions  of  Home  Help,  Mental  Welfare 
and  Child  Minding o 

In  April,  I was  formally  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
Fleet  Urban  District  and  to  the  five  other  Districts  comprising 
North  East  Hampshire o 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  kindness  and  encouragement  during  the  year;  and 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  his  help  and  to  Mr o Smale,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  for  their 
loyalty  and  ready  assistance  in  my  worko

Measles 

The  number  of  cases  annually  up  to  1968  followed  the  usual  2-year 
patterno  As  1 reported  last  year,  there  was  a dramatic  fall  in  1969, 
which  was  attributed  in  part  at  least  to  the  fact  that  393  children 
had  received  Measles  vaccination  during  1968o 

1970  should  have  been  a yea.r  of  low  incidence  but  in  fact  there  wa,s 
an  outbreak  from  May  to  September  with  a peak  of  157  cases  in  July,, 

Five  were  recorded  as  having  had  Measles  vaccinationo  This  outbreak 
did  not  occur  so  markedly  in  the  neighbouring  Districts,  though  it  did 
in  other  parts  of  Englando  It  seemed  possible  that  it  might  be  related 
to  the  continual  arrival  of  new  families  in  this  growing  district  but  a 
questionnaire  did  not  reveal  a high  proportion  of  such  among  the  cases. 
One  must  conclude  that  it  was  due  to  insufficient  children  having  being 
brought  for  immunisation.  There  was,  however,  a man  who  had  resisted 
it  for  54  years  before  coming  to  Fleet, 
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Scarlet  Fever 


The  number  of  cases  notified  ha^s  dropped  slightly„  There  was  a 
continuing  flow  of  ”sore  throats'’  in  one  infants  school  in  Autumn  1969 
with  four  known  Scarlet  Fevers,  so  a mass  swabbing  was  done  in  February o 
Out  of  about  330  children,  there  were  36  carriers,  31  throat,  3 nasal 
and  2 both,,  All  were  referred  to  their  General  Practitioner,,  All 
five  nasal  carriers  were  cleared  by  treatmento  Three  throats  remained 
positive  and  six  for  various  reasons  were  unknowno 

Looking  back  over  the  past  five  years,  38^  of  cases  have  been  of 
Infant  School  age  and  35^  have  been  younger  o 5lio  lived  in  the  district 
served  by  this  school o The  remaining  ^3^  were  divided  between  two 
other  schools o Since  the  treatment  of  the  carriers  in  March  there 
have  been  no  cases  notified  from  this  school's  areao

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1970 
and  the  twenty-fourth  since  my  appointment  in  1947= 

The  routine  work  of  the  Department  was  maintained  despite  my 
own  absence  from  the  office  through  illness  during  the  early  part 
of  the  year  and  I feel  I must  pay  tribute  to  the  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  the  efficient  m.8.nner  in  which  he  carried  out 
the  increased  w'ork  load  during  that  timso 

The  Council's  1969  house  construction  programme  overla.pped  into 
1970  and  plans  were  in  ha.nd  for  the  building  of  48  units  of  old 
people’s  axcommodation  on  three  sites  and  19  units  (12  three-bedroom 
houses  and  7 tw'O-bedLroom  flats)  on  another  siteo  Further  plans 
are  in  hand  for  old  people’s  accommodation  as  well  as  general  housing

due  to  distribution  difficulties,  and  since  that  time  supporting 
and  strengthening  of  the  particular  system  has  taken  place,  to 
improve  the  position” o

Three  samples  of  Mid-Southern  Water  Company’s  main  supply  were 
taken  from  sources  in  different  parts  of  the  district  a.nd  all  were 
reported  satisfactory  bacteriologically.  The  hardness  figures 
were  11“2  degrees  (Clark’s  Scale),  ll^b  and  ll°5o 

(b)  Public  Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  privately  owned  public  swimming  pools  in  the 
district.  One  is  an  open  air  pool,  where  the  water  (a  main  supply) 
is  treated  by  aeration,  filtration  and  chlorination  and  the  other  is 
a heated  indoor  one,  where  the  water  ( a main  supply)  is  treated  by 
filtration  and  chlorination.  Regular  chemical  testing  for  chlorine 
content,  carried  out  as  routine,  provides  a reasonable  check  on  the 
bacterial  quality  of  the  w^ater.

The  disposal  works  had  some  problems  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  and  it  would  seem  that  in  order  to  keep  up  the  high 
standard  of  effluent  required  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  some 
minor  alterations  are  required  in  association  with  the  effluent 
recirculation  system,  to  enable  the  design  recirculation  rates 
to  be  maintainedo

built  up  to  intolerable  proportions  by  the  end  of  the  year

Sewerage  Scheme  - Soil  Drainage

The  Minley  Road  Pumping  Station  to  replace  the  old  ejector 
Station  was  substantially  completedo  This  was  prepared  in 
my  Department  and  let  to  Messrs o Pranks  Harris  Ltdo,  in  the 
tender  sum  of  £3,850o  It  will  replace,  when  in  operation, 
an  ejector  station  under  the  Minley/Cove  Road  junction  which 
was  hazardous  to  enter  due  to  the  traffic  congestion  such 
operations  cause 

Trade  Effluento  Two  cases  of  cyanide  in  the  sewers  were 
investigated  and  dealt  with  under  agreem^ntSo 

Population  and  area  development  statistics  were  again  kept 
and  a report  in  January,  1970  summed  up  the  position  then 
forecasting  a 1970  population  of  23,500  which  was  subsequently 
confirmed  by  the  Registrar  General’s  figure  of  23,050  in  June 
1970o 
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Reference  was  also  made  to  the  possibilities  of  large  scale 
release  of  Army  land  and  the  population  pressures  on  the  area 
evident  in  the  North  East  Hants  Urban  Plan  and  the  Strategic  Plan 
for  the  South  East o 

This  reference  is  still  applicable  together  with  the  possibility 
for  a service  area  which  crystallised  during  the  year  into  firm, 
proposal  as  detailed  belowo 

Motorway  Service  Area 

The  Council  was  asked  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment 
to  undertake  the  design  and  construction  of  a sewage  disposal 
scheme  for  the  service  area  which  includes  a pumping  station, 
rising  m.a  in  and  extension  to  The  disposa  l works  to  cope  with 
the  equivalent  of  a population  of  2j,!500.  This  scheme  is 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and 
at  their  expense  <,  John  Taylor  and  Sons  have  been  appointed 
Consulting  Engineers  and  completion  is  expected  in  1972o 

Surface  Vater  Drainage o 

The  Surface  Vater  Improvement  Scheme  designed  by  Messrs, 

Balfour  and  Sons  is  about  to  go  out  to  tender  after  lengthy 
consultations  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  a.nd  Fisheries 
and  the  Department  of  the  Environment , 

Refuse  Collection, 

An  additional  man  'was  employed  in  the  middle  of  the  year  to 
cope  with  the  new  properties  constructed, 

A fourth  collector  was  added  to  the  fourth  round  crew  and 
the  balance  of  notional  bonus  remainingj  distributed  in 
substitution  for  the  full  bonus  attained  by  the  other  three 
rounds , 

This  system  seems  to  have  reduced  major  troubles  to  recovery 
of  round  timing  after  bank  holidays, 

A new  depot  was  opened  giving  improved  facilities  to  the  men, 
washrooms,  mess  rooms  etc,,  a much  needed  facility,  A new  refuse 
vehicle  was  put  into  operation  during  the  year. 

Trade  Refuse, 

The  Council  failed  to  approve  the  scheme  to  levy  a charge  for 
this  service  after  a detailed  report  in  Spring  1970, 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  joint  tipping  arrangements  with  Hartley  Vintney  Rural 
District  Council  continued  through  the  year,  though  we  have  been 
informed  that  the  present  tip  at  Hazeley  Heath  is  rapidly 
approaching  the  end  of  its  life  and  that  planning  application  has 
been  made  for  a new  tip  at  Bramshill  giving  Fleet  and  Hartley  Vintney 
Rural  District  Council  a 10  year  capacity. 
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Meetings  of  the  North  East  Hants  and  ¥est  Surrey  Consortium 
Working  Party  on  refuse  disposal  have  continued  through  the  year 
and  the  Final  report  is  expected  in  the  Springe  The  Local 
Government  Operational  Research  Unit  is  computing  the  Party's 
findings  for  optimum  locations  of  the  necessary  disposal  centres » 


Improvement  Grants 

Although  the  number  of  applications  for  Improvement  Grants 
shows  a further  increase^  I feel  there  is  still  scope  for  more 
appl icat ions o It  would  appear  that  owners  still  do  not  fully 

appreciate  that  grants  are  available  and  that  these  grants  a.re 
quite  generous  in  financial  terms  and  greater  publicity  would 
seem  to  be  the  answer o It  is  known  that  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  are  aware  of  this  and  publicity  in  1971  is  to  be 
greatly  increasedo

It  is  pleasing  to  report  a 100?^  pass  rate  for  the  samples  of  milk

54  Samples  of  Milk,  including  53  of  ’’Channel  Islands”  were 
obtainedo  Of  these  4 samples  of  ’’Channel  Islands”  and  the 
sample  of  ordinary  milk  proved  unsatisf ac tory o The  ’’Channel 
Islands”  samples  were  unsatisfactory  due  to  deficiences  in  fat, 
but  were  from  larger  consignments  which  on  average  were  of  the 
required  fat  content  and  consequently  did  not  involve  any  offences,, 

The  unsatisfactory  sample  of  ordinary  milk  was  a consumer 
complaint  of  a y pint  bottle  of  school  milk  which  contained 
foreign  matter » This  proved  to  be  a fragment  of  black  paper 
coated  with  a film  of  dried  milk  solid  adhering  to  the  inside 
of  the  bottle o Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  which 
resulted  in  fines  and  costs  of  £19ol4o0do  (£19°70)o
